All of the material developed by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in connection with the assassination 
of former President Kennedy was turned over to the Warren 
Conni salon and thereafter was made available to the National 
Archives by the Commission. Included was an FBI report 
containing the answer to your question concerning the 
of the information found in the Iravelers Aid Society reports 
of S. T. Rail. in. The statement that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
both a member of the Karine Corps and assigned to duty at 
the United States Embassy in Moscow is attributed to Oswald.

Johnson, who is in charge 
of Warren Commission matters, advised the 6/29/64 Newark 
report (unclassified) was made available to the public in 
1965 by Department of Justice Order. In view of this. Brown 
is being referred (again) to National Archives to obtain same 
if he desires. 
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
